A consulting firm recommended last night that the city embark upon a sweeping 
$1.15 million spending program that would beef up local housing, modernize the city 
fire station, build a new $500,000 city hall and set up a community center in ihe old 
one. 
A $25,000 outlay for downtown revitalization would also be part of the package, 
along with $20,000 for an "industrial development reserve fund" to promote new 
industry and provide industrial start-up loans

Transient 
Move made to limit Exxon's 
held in 
spending on referendum issue

The Board of Supervisors will be 
asked to adopt an ordinance which 
would have the effect of limiting Exxon 
Corp . listed as the world's richest 
company, to an expenditure of about 
$15,000 
in 
the referendum election 
expected to be held this spring on 
Exxon's proposed $36 million oil and 
processing plant west of Goleta 
Supervisor James M Slater, it was 
revealed, 
will 
offer 
the 
proposed 
ordinance to the board for action on 
Monday, Feb 24 
The so-called "campaign disclosure 
limitation ordinance" would deal only 
with ballot measures and not with 
candidates if it is enacted 
It is modeled after an ordinance of the 
city of Santa Barbara except that it 
would 
not 
affect 
candidates' 
expenditures 
The ordinance would limit each side — 
Exxon and its proponents and the 


opponents — to an expenditure equal to 
15 cents per registered voters. There are 
now in excess of 100,000 registered 
voters in the county who would be 
eligible to vote in a referendum election, 
if it is called by the supervisors 
Slater’s office said it estimated Exxon 
Corp spent possibly $20,000 or more 
within a few weeks recently in large 
newspaper advertisements in the county 
"to set up a favorable image with the 
public 
for the proposed new plant in 
Las Flores Canyon 
The county counsel's office has helped 
Slater's office with the legal language in 
a draft that takes up 11 legal pages 
M eanwhile, 
the 
County 
Environmental Alliance reported "rapid 
progress” was being achieved to collect 
thousands of signatures of registered 
voters above the minimum of 9,204 
needed to qualify for a referendum 
election, in case the county supervisors 
refused to void the rezoning ordinance 


adopted by a 3-2 vote Feb. 10 giving the 
green light to Exxon 


Supervisor Frank Frost, who with 
Supervisor James M. Slater, voted 
against the rezoning, said Tuesday that 
there is every hope the election can be 
held May 27 on the Exxon rezoning The 
Board of Supervisors has never won a 
referendum battle with the public. The 
first referendum election in 1968 found 
citizens overturning a board rezoning 
granted Humble Oil and Refining Co.

A senior American official in the 
Kissinger party said the United States is 
considering an Egyptian suggestion that 
it guarantee Israel's security against an 
Arab attack while peace talks are in 
progress 
The 
Egyptian 
suggestion 
was 
disclosed by President Anwar Sadat m 
the wake of his recent Middle East talks 
with Kissinger in Cairo 
Sadat's demand was for the United 
States to serve as guarantor against an 


Arab attack in exchange for an Israeli 
assurance that it would carry out some 
withdrawals from territory it seized 
during the 1967 war 


The ranking American official said the 
United States has as yet made no 
decision on Sadat’s suggestion and 
would study it carefully. He did not spell 
out details of the proposal or say 
whether it would mean active U S. 
military intervention in the Middle 
East 


In Tel Aviv, government sources said 
Israel would not reject outright the 
proposal for a formal defense treaty 
with the United States but would be 
wary of entrusting its security solely to 
another power They said Kissinger did 


Watergate jury indicts two 
in backdating Nixons gift 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — A Watergate 
grand jury today indicted a former 
attorney and a document appraiser on 
four counts of conspiracy and fraud for 
their part in the backdating of a gift of 
Richard M 
Nixon’s prepresidential 
papers to the government. 
Nixon's gift was made to claim an 
income tax deduction of $482,018 but the 
Internal Revenue Service ruled against 
h im 
The grand jury charged Los Angeles 
attorney Frank Demarco Jr., 49, in 
three of the counts and Ralph G. 
Newman, 63, Chicago, with two counts 
in the 18-page indictment. 
Former 
White 
House 
attorney 
Edward L. Morgan, who served as 
deputy assistant to Nixon when he was 
president, was named as an unindicted 
coconspirator Morgan already pleaded 
guilty to charges concerning his role in 
backdating the gift. 
The grand jury said DeMarco and 
Newman falsely made it appear that 
Nixon 
donated 
his 
prepresidential 
papers to the government on March 27, 
1969 in filing 1970 tax returns for Nixon 
and his wife 
During the government’s study of the 
aimed deduction. IRS investigators 


urged that a grand jury be impaneled to 
investigate DeMarco, 
Newman and 
Morgan 
The investigators said that if Nixon’s 
aides could be compelled to testify, they 
could "possibly connect the taxpayer 
with the preparation of the return” thus 
providing the basis for a fraud penalty 
against Nixon. 
When the backdating first became 
known, 
DeMarco 
defended 
the 
procedure on the grounds Nixon had 
intended to donate the papers before 
Congress passed a law curbing tax 
deductions for such'gifts. 
DeMarco said the papers had been 
delivered to the National Archives 
before the deadline. 
DeMarco said in April that it would be 
ridiculous to believe he had made 
important decisions on Nixon’s returns 
without instructions from the president 
or his representatives. 
He said he and Nixon’s former 
personal 
attorney, 
Herbert 
W 
Kalmbach, had met with the president 
and had gone over the returns "page by 
page.” DeMarco contended that Nixon’s 
deductions 
might 
still 
be 
legally 
defensible but did not show "political 
astuteness.”

27 to face 
charges in 
J-M dispute 


Twenty-seven 
Johns-Manville 
Co. 
chem ical 
workers 
or 
their 
sympathizers, today faced a pre-trial 
hearing in Lompoc Justice Court on 
charges stemming from the recent labor 
dispute at J-M. 


Most 
of 
the 
charges 
are 
for 
obstructing traffic on Miguelito Canyon 
Road during the bitter dispute, but some 
of the charges are more serious, 
according to court officials. All of the 
defendants have pleaded not guilty. 
Lompoc Justice Court Judge Terrill F. 
Cox announced he would step down from 
the bench in favor of visiting Judge 
Robert G. Eckhoff of Santa Maria. 
The labor dispute at J-M really began 
on Oct. 24, 1974 when the collective 
bargaining contract expired, but it was 
not until Dec. 9 when J-M locked its 
gates to unionists that the real conflict 
began. Tensions heightened through 
January until J-M ended the lockout on 
Jan. 20, but picked up again when the 
International Chemical Workers Union, 
Local 146, voted not to return to work. 
Following 
those 
events, 
relations 
between the union and the company 
deteriorated as representatives of the 
two sides labored to resolve their 
differences. Finally on Feb. 5, unionists 
accepted a compromise worked out by 
their leaders. The dispute was over, but 
the bitter taste of the conflict remained 
in the pending court actions. 


The City Council will have to scramble 
to either approve or modify the 
comprehensive, three-year plan before a 
federal grant application deadline slams 
shut next week, according to 
City 
Administrator Gene Wahlers. 
The money would come not only from 
$702.000 
in 
federal 
Community 
Development Block Grant entitlements 
but also from a $176,700 city hall 
rebuilding fund and from the city’s last 
big chunk of federal revenue sharing 
cash - $273,900 
The idea to pour funds from the three 
sources into the same bottle and launch 
a fleet of wide-ranging city projects all 
at once was part of the spending 
proposal 
recommended 
by 
Orange 
County consulting firm of Hayworth, 
Anderson and Lafer. The plan was 
handed to the City Council 30 minutes 
before last night’s meeting. 
Citizens expressed views on uses for 
the community development grant funds 
at two public hearings last month but 
plans to include city and revenue 
sharing monies in a massive spending 
program were never hinted. No public 
hearings have been slated for the large 
new spending proposal. 
While the application deadline for the 
community development grant has been 
repeatedly 
announced 
as 
April 
1, 
Wahlers told the council last night that it 
must choose a final shopping list next 
week or face the risk of losing federal 
grant money. 
The council, which took no action last 
night, scheduled a Monday noon study 
session 
to 
hammer 
out 
spending 
priorities and a Tuesday evening session 
to set a final course for the city spending 
program. Both meetings will be open to 
the 
public 
and 
consulting 
firm 
spokesmen will be at City Hall Monday 
morning to answer public questions. 
In their report, prepared in the six 
days since the council’s last grant study 
session, the consultants ranked 41 
proposed projects into priorities using a 
subjective point system that drew 
almost immediate fire at last night’s 
meeting. 
“ I ’m issuing a very strong challenge 
to that rating system tonight,” said 
attorney Mike Palmer, who argued that 
a funding proposal for a youth center for 
the Lompoc Boys and Girls clubs had 
been 
given 
short 
shrift 
by 
the 
consultants. Palmer called certain of 
the ratings “ ludicrous” and criticized 
the idea of putting both youth, seniors 
and other age groups in the same 
community center facility to be located 
in Lie present city hall. 
Palmer was joined by four citizens 
who rapped various proposed outlays 
under the plan. Two citizens criticized 
“ funds 
for 
feeding 
industrial 
development” in the plan. 
Of the six spending areas, four were 
suggested by citizens in the public 
hearings. 
Proposals 
for 
spending 
$194,000 to refurbish the city fire station 


and $500,000 to build a new city hall at a 
new site were recommended by the city 
staff 
A new city hall for Lompoc is a topic 
that has come up for discussion in city 
chambers for years but has never been a 
public cause celebre. If finally blessed 
by the Council Tuesday night, the half 
million dollar new city hall project 
would fly in the face of the public’s own 
city project priorities as expressed in 
the most recent citizens poll, conducted 
by the city in May, 1972 In that poll. 
1,634 respondents ranked construction of 
a new city hall last among eleven 
proposed 
city 
projects, 
behind 
beautification and recycling projects. 
The $176,700 city fund to be part of the 
total spending effort is earmarked for 
city hall construction but could be 
diverted to other uses It was this same 
fund that largely funded the Lompoc 
Library project in 1969 
The spending, as proposed, would 
represent a swerve from city priorities 
established by the council this tune last 
year as a guideline for revenue sharing 
spending. At that time the council 
sectioned off $150,000 for downtown 
revitalization 
and 
$100,000 
for 
a 
community center facility in Ryon 
Park. Last night’s proposal trims the 
downtown outlay to $25,000 and junks the 
Ryon Park center altogether though the 
city has already spent $6,000 on design 
work for the facility. The present city 
hall would be converted into a combined 
community center for $50,000 under the 
new plan. Other outlays, not approved at 
revenue sharing time, would include 
$194,000 to refurbish the fire station and 
$50,000 for the housing rehabilitation 
loan program. 
Conspicuous by its absence from the 
proposal were capital improvements in 
the city’s water system which are 
eligible 
under 
the 
community 
development grant and. if paid for with 
grant funds, could stave off an already 
programmed city water rate increase. 
Wahlers was asked why the city is 
suddenly 
facing 
such 
a 
massive 
spending proposal with only a week to 
decide upon it. 
“ I can’t give you a good answer except 
that the (community development) act 
went into effect on January 1 and we 
were given a very tight time schedule to 
apply for the first year funds,” he said. 
“ It wasn’t until late last year that the 
act was finally passed. ” 
Wahlers said that there will probably 
be plenty of time to consider next year’s 
grant spending program but added that 
by that time the city will have already 
mapped out a course for the three-year 
spending effort. That effort will be 
decided next week by the city council 
“ Before March 1,” Mayor EC . 
Stevens summed up, “ the City Council is 
going to have to decide and whatever we 
decide — that’s going to be very 
unpopular.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - For the first 
time. Senate and House Democrats met 
jointly 
today to 
seek 
a common 
approach 
to 
the 
nation’s 
energy 
problems. 
The unprecedented meeting between 
the Senate and House Democratic 
economic and energy policy committees 
was held as President Ford told a group 
of Southern senators that he is willing to 
compromise on energy policy just as 
soon as the Democrats can come up with 
their own proposals. 
The Senate was to vote today on a bill 
delaying Ford’s three-stage oil import 
fee increase for 90 days 
Ford is resigned to congressional 
approval of the 90-day suspension, but 
has launched a last-minute attempt to 
round up a sufficient number of votes to 
sustain a veto of the legislation. 
Sen. J. Bennett Johnston, D-La., one 
of those who met with Ford this morning 
at a White House breakfast, said the 
main theme of the meeting was coming 
up with a solution to the energy crisis 
that is acceptable to both the White 
House and Congress. 
“ The whole tone of the meeting was 
Dne of compromise and conciliation,” 
Johnston said. He said Ford told the 
senators he wants to “ work this thing 
out” through a compromise. 
On 
Tuesday, 
Senate 
Democratic 
leaders agreed on an energy plan and 
were hoping for an overwhelming vote 
against the oil tariff bill. 


The 
Senate 
Democratic 
Policy 
Committee 
and 
chairmen 
of 
key 
economy and energy committees agreed 
unanimously on broad outlines of an 
energy and economy program. It would 
stress a gasoline tax increase, quotas on 
imported oil, an income tax cut and 
rebate, 
and 
incentives for energy 
conservation. 
The Senate ideas will go to a House 
task force, then to the Democratic 
caucuses of both chambers. Key parts of 
the Senate Democrats’ plan included. 
—A penny-a-gallon gasoline tax to 
start only after unemployment drops, 
and to increase by a penny every time 
unemployment goes down an additional 
million. 
—Quotas on oil imports, also tied to 
improvement in the economy. 
—Tax incentives and penalties tied to 
autos’ energy efficiency and to efforts to 
conserve energy. 
—An income tax rebate plus a tax cut, 
with emphasis on the poor and middle 
income. 
—Gasoline 
rationing only 
in 
an 
emergency, but creating a standby 
program for that eventuality. 
Hugh Scott, the Senate Republican 
leader, said he does not think Democrats 
“ really want any comprehensive energy 
legislation at this time” because they 
are afraid of losing votes if they impose 
sacrifice on Americans.

Jack Helman seeks a seat on 
Lompoc Unified School District 
Board of trustees for a variety 
of reasons, not the least of 
them being his belief that prior 
experience on the board will be 
valuable in the face of grim 
economic realities. 
Helman was appointed to the 
school board in 1968 to fill an 
unexpired term and served 
until 1971 when he decided not 
to run for election outright. 
In 
an 
interview Helman 
talked about his views on 
education, but the conversation 
was clouded by his concerns for 
the current economic threat to 
the schools. “ This economic 
situation we’re in, is a great 
concern with me,” he said. 
“ We could be in a very serious, 
a very critical time as far as 
our nation is concerned and it’s 
bound to come down into our 
plane.” 
He cited the inflationary 
spiral that has hit all sections 
of the economy and declared: 
“ We’re fighting it ourselves, 
the teachers and the staff. We 
can’t expect them to keep 
absorbing this and yet we’ve 
got to look at it from a whole 
balanced 
position 
in 
the 
district. We can’t tell the 
teachers we can’t give raises 
and we can’t tell the taxpayer 
we’re going to increase taxes 
tremendously — we’ve got to 
go to something that’s a good 
balance for the best education 
possible. 
“ We’ve got to figure out what 
we can afford and what we can 
do,” he said “ We might have 
to squeeze in some areas. ” 
In terms of revenues which in 
the local sense are dominated 
by state and federal aid, 
Helman has some questions 
and some words of caution. 
“ Gov. Brown is starting to talk 
a little differently now than he 
did at first about ‘unlimited’ 
funds for schools; and what is 
the federal going to do to us. 
We’ve 
been 
talking 
about 
Public Law 874 for how long? 
since my time.” 
Helman is 52. He and his 
wife, Colleen came to Lompoc 
in 1960. They have raised three 
children, one of them receiving 
her 
entire 
primary 
and 
secondary 
education 
in 
Lompoc. 
Helman 
is 
an 
engineer. He has a bachelor of 
science degree in electrical 
engineering from Oregon State 
University, and did graduate 
work at Texas A and M and at 
Massachusetts

Church and in other church 
related activities.

Lot split 
protection 
in Valley

a 3-2 vote Tuesday, approved a 
policy declaration designed to 
protect Santa Ynez Valley 
agricultural lands from lot 
splits pending a decision on 
findings 
of 
a

agricultural study within the 
valley. 


E a rlie r, 
the 
board 
unanimously had approved a 
motion to reject a Planning 
Commission recommendation 
to hold all agricultural lot split 
requests 
in the valley 
in 
abeyance until the study was 
completed 


The county counsel’s office 
ruled this was in the nature of a 
moratorium on agricultural lot 
splits and was illegal. There 
was no threat shown to public 
health, and the county has a 
General Plan, said Deputy 
County 
Counsel 
Susan 
Trescher. Lack of such a plan 
or a health threat could cause 
such a moratorium to be 
approved, she said. 


The 
board’s 
split 
vote 
favored a policy statement 
offered by Supervisors James 
M. Slater, whose Third District 
takes in the valley. It supported 
a Santa Ynez Valley General 
Plan 
Advisory 
Committee 
proposal that the county deny, 
or continue with the assent of 
the applicant, any agricultural 
lot split proposal which varies 
from recommendations of the 
study 
group, 
pending 
completion of the study and 
action on its recommendations 
by the supervisors. 
Supervisor 
Robert 
E. 
Kallman seconded the motion 
and voted with Slater and 
Supervisor Frank J. Frost to 
back the policy statement, 
which will serve as a guideline 
to the planning body and board 
when future applications come 
before them.

On the question of reducing 
the district’s approximate $15 
million budget Helman says:

unenviable position of having 
low assessed valuation. If you 
want to raise money you really 
have to tax. We're really 


dependent on state funding 
formulas Fortunately so far 
we've been able to weather it.” 
On the question of whether 
there are racial problems in 
the schools, Helman said: “ I 
feel I have to agree with some 
of the principals. My concern is 
that we don’t over react, that 
we don’t pin racial names on 
things that are not racial ... I 
think the principals at the local 
level have been handling it 
quite well and I think we should 
encourage them.” 
On 
the 
question 
of 
communications or lack of 
them, Helman combines his 
answer with some projections 
for the new superintendent: 
"We’re in a transitional period 
coming up. We have a new 
superintendent. He can make 
or break our district. We have 
a good system I want to see it 
improved and not fall back. I 
see 
maybe this is the chance 
now with a new superintendent 
coming in that some of the ‘we’ 
and ‘they’ attitude can be done 
away with ... I would like to see 
better communication between 
the administration 
and the 
staff.

Debt limit now four times higher 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
national debt limit is going to 
be raised four times higher 
than had been anticipated two 
months ago One senator said 
the $36 billion increase demon­ 
strated the perilous state of the 
economy. 
The 
government 
plans 
a 
massive borrowing program 
this year, one which should in 
itself 
seriously 
affect 
the 
economy One possible effect is 
higher, 
or 
continued 
high 
interest rates. 
On Tuesday, the Senate voted 
70 to 20 for the measure Which 
would increase the nation's 
temporary debt limit to $531 
billion, 
covering 
spending 
through June 30 The bill goes 
to 
the 
White 
House 
for 
President Ford’s approval 
Sen 
Russell Long, D-La., 
chairman 
of 
the 
Finance 
Committee, said the need for 
such a large increase "reflects 
the seriousness of the reces­ 
sion.” Two months ago, he 
said, the increase had been 


estimated at $9 billion 
"There are worse things than 
an increase in our debt/’ said 
Long, hoping increased govern­ 
ment spending power will help 
"put our economy in shape ” 
Sen. Carl Curtis, R-Neb., said 
the bill will neither hold down 
spending nor limit the national 
debt —$492 billion as of Feb 13 
The current temporary limit is 
$495 billion with a permanent 
ceiling of $400 billion. 
"This in reality is authority for 
the Treasury Department to 
borrow enough money to pay 
the debts we’ve already incur­ 
red, ’’ said Curtis. He said 
defeat of the measure would 
create "chaos” in government 
—the Treasury would be unable 
to pay 
its bills, 
including 
payrolls, social security checks 
and unemployment benefits 
These and other expenditures 
that make up the day-to-day 
activities of government are 
raised by borrowing A citizen 
who buys a savings bond is 
taking part in this borrowing, 


but most of the money comes 
from sales of securities known 
as bills and notes. These have 
shorter terms and are most 
often used by corporations and 
foreign governments. 
The need for money is acute 
now 
The 
recession 
means 
individuals and corporations 
aren’t paying as much in taxes 
as expected. The government 
also is laying out billions of 
dollars in benefits to the 7.5 
million workers currently out 
of jobs. 
The result is a deficit. For 
the current fiscal year, the gap 
between income and spending 
is an anticipated $35 billion In 
fiscal 1976, which begins July 1, 
the deficit is expected to be at 
least $52 billion 
To get money in spite of the 
deficits, the Treasury plans to 
borrow $70 billion in cash in 
calendar 1975. Federally spon­ 
sored 
agencies outside the 
budget are expected to seek an 
additional $14 billion in the 
capital markets —more net

new funds than have ever been 
borrowed by the public and 
private sectors combined 
This amount of money will, in 
itself, 
affect the economy. 
Money 
will 
be 
going 
into 
government bonds that normal­ 
ly would have been used to buy 
stocks and bonds or go into 
savings accounts The stocks 
and bonds would have financed 
private investment and the 
savings could be loaned out for 
home mortgages, among other 
things. 
This means there will be

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Ford predicts compromise 
with Demos on energy plan

President Ford told a group of 
Southern senators today he is 
prepared

compromise on energy policy 
with Democratic leaders, ac­ 
cording to lawmakers who met 
with the President. 
Meeting with 11 Southern 
senators at a White House 
breakfast, Ford made it clear 
he was willing to hammer out a 
compromise just as soon as the 
Democrats could present him 
with their own proposals, Sen 
J. Bennett Johnston, D-La., 
said. 
"The whole tone of the 
meeting was one of compro­ 
mise and conciliation,” John­ 
ston said. 
Johnston said Ford told the 
senators he wanted to "work 
this thing out" through compro­ 
mise rather than a confronta­ 
tion with Congress 
Senate Democratic Leader 


Mike Mansfield, who did not 
attend the session, also said the 
compromise 
possibility 
was 
raised, although no specifics 
were discussed Mansfield said 
he got a report on the breakfast 
from Sen Herman E. Talmad 
ge, D-Ga. 
Mansfield 
said 
Talmadge 
was "encouraged” by Ford’s 
reaction to the suggestion of a 
meeting between the President 
and Democratic leaders 
"We don’t want confronta­ 
tion,” Mansfield said "I am 
not at all surprised at the 
President’s reaction.” 


Recently, Ford has invited 
several groups of Capitol Hill 
lawmakers to White House 
breakfasts and receptions in 
hopes that the hospitality would 
help his economic and energy 
package through Congress 


Ford took it for granted he 
would lose today’s congression­ 


al vote on postponing his 
ordered $3-a-barrel hike on oil 
imports His hospitality aimed

Kenneth C. Edelin, life is 
brighter

conviction for manslaughter of 
an aborted fetus. He has been 
cleared of a possible jail 
sentence and is in no immedi­ 
ate danger of losing his job 
And 
he 
is 
becoming 
a 
celebrity. 
Hundreds of telephone calls 
of support jammed the lines at 
the office of his attorney, 
William Homans, Tuesday. It 
has been that way since a 
predominantly Roman Catholic 
jury of nine men and three 
women 
found 
the 
black 
obstetrician guilty Saturday of 
manslaughter 
in 
a 
legal 
abortion. 
The calls came from those 
wishing 
to 
donate 
to 
the 
defense 
fund, 
and 
from 
attorneys suggesting angles for 
an appeal 
And they came from news­ 
men, radio stations and televi­ 
sion networks anxious to speak 
with the handsome 36-year-old 
doctor, who sat through the six- 
week trial, the verdict and 
aftermath with little outward 
emotion 
He accepted Judge James 
McGuire’s light sentence —one 
year 
on 
probation, 
stayed 
pending resolution of appeals — 
and declined to restate what he 
had said Sunday, that he was 
the victim of an anti-abortion 
"witch hunt." 
When he and Homans were 
called 
without 
warning 
to 
McGuire's chambers Tuesday, 
Homans thought they were 
"going to be chastised'' for the 
"witch hunt" comment. 
Instead the judge passed the 
token sentence.

Simpson, and the vanquished, Bob Seagren. had 
different viewpoints on what the $39,250 purse in

Orenthal James Simpson, accustomed to 
hoarding football trophies, won the third annual 
Superstars games Tuesday and said, " I ’ll tell 
you it’s a great feeling 
“ I came down here as one of the favorites last 


year and didn’t even finish in the top three," he 
said 
The 26-year-old running back garnered 37 Mi 
points in the unusual competition, which tests 
the strengths and skills of professional athletes 
outside their own specialties, thanks to an 
unexpected bowling victory, a predictable win 
in 
the 
100-yard dash, 
and 
a 
creditable 
performance in tennis, rowing, weight-lifting 
and baseball hitting 
Seagren, the professional pole vaulter who 
won this event in its 1973 inaugural, fell short by 
7 Mi points and had to settle for the $27,000 
second prize 
Youthful Kyle Rote Jr., the Dallas Soccer star 
and winner here last year, placed third with 31 
points and $19,300 
Does the money mean anything to Simpson, a 


man accustomed to six-digit incomes? 
"Of course," he said. “ My wife is remodeling 
our home and the kids want new bikes ’’ 
Seagren, who almost made a career out of the 
Superstars competition and was building a 
home at this remote community in lower 
southwest Florida, won't be allowed to compete 
next year because of a new change in the rules 
He had a chance to overtake Simpson in the 
points standings going into the mile-long bicycle 
race, the next-to-last event He expected to 
finish second—good for seven points—but on the 
first lap his bike got tangled with another and 
tumbled 
" It ’s all over now." said the 176-pound former 
Olympic medal winner. "M y last trip to 
Rotonda " 
Seagren, who expected to take home all the 


marbles this year, added, " I don’t think it’s 
very fair that I’m not getting invited back. I 
think they should take the top three from the 
year before." 
Rote, a 24-year-old divinity student, was not 
especially displeased with his performance, but 
said, " I just wish we could have challenged O.J 
a little bit more " 
Seagren won in rowing, the half-mile run and 
the obstacle course, while Rote was tops in 
tennis and swimming, not counting their high 
finishes in other events. 
Simpson said the title means a lot to him, if 
not as exciting as his 2,000-yard year 
"It really hasn’t hit me yet," he said, "But 
when I ’m watching this on television a few 
years from now.

Kuhn says baseball 
will fight gambling

government panel today that major 
league baseball will wage an emphatic 
all-out court battle against any move to 
legalize team sports betting at the state 
or federal level. 
In a prepared statement at the 
opening of a two-day hearing by a 
special congressional commission, Kuhn 
warned that legalized gambling would 
lead to "run-shaving" by players and 
other possible fixes by gamblers trying 
to obtain a betting edge 
The commissioner declared. "We 
intend, if necessary, to protect the good 
name and economic well-being of our 
game through recourse to the courts.’’ 
Kuhn and his counterparts from other 
professional leagues —football’s Pete 
Rozelle, hockey’s Clarence Campbell 
and the National Basketball Associa­ 
tion’s Walter Kennedy — all lined up at 
the hearings squarely against federal or 
state legislation which would allow 
betting on their sports 
They were witnesses before a 15- 
member commission, including eight 
members of the House and Senate, 
trying to formulate a national policy on 
gambling.

data that would give a bettor an edge.

commission was Art Rooney, president 
and owner of the Super Bowl champion 
Pittsburgh Steelers and a race horse 
owner, who was accompanied by Steeler 
linebacker Andy Russell 


Rooney discounted the impact of 
illegal gambling on the honesty of 
professional football, commenting: "I 
think there has been an over reaction to 
the amount of illegal gambling that 
actually exists and its scope.... It is far 
less 
detrimental 
to 
society 
on 
a 
relatively low scale, illegal basis than it 
would be if it were legalized and became 
much larger.” 
Walter Kennedy, as head of the 
National 
Basketball 
Association, 
submitted a statement in which he said 
the promise of tax revenues to a local, 
state or federal government from 
betting revenues was "illusory." 


"The economics of bookmaking make 
it impossible for the government to 
compete effectively with illegal book­ 
makers," he commented.

Then one 
chided, "Bradley’H kill ya, Barry," to 
which Barry raised a doubtful eyebrow 
and sneered. 
For three more quarters, the teams 
played chest-to-chest basketball, trading 
the lead often. Barry drew a technical in 
the third period and nearly talked 
himself off the court. Both teams 
complained often about the officiating 


"There were a lot of bleep calls out 


there," Barry said, not bothering to edit 
his anger after the 99-98 New York 
victory. "The refs lost control of the 
game early and we finally lost because 
the ref didn’t know the rules. It’s a 
shame when a game is decided by 
calls.” 


The play that Barry felt decided the 
game came in the final 20 seconds and 
he blames veteran ref Manny Sokol for 
the blunder. Golden State had fought 
back with seven straight points to take a 
98-97 lead with 50 seconds left after the 
Knicks had led 97-91 with two minutes to 
go.

to delays, non-appearance on 
shifts with the management’s 
consent, and unwarranted 
absenteeism” cost approximate­ 
ly 3,000 million rubles 
A recent Pravda article claim­ 
ed that the number of people 
engaged in political study of all 
kinds had reached a grand total 
of 59 million, nearly a quarter of 
the entire Soviet population. 
Political instruction takes place 
in the evening, or during breaks 
in the working day in so-called 
“red corners” of factories and 
offices reserved for this kind of 
activity. 
All this contradicts the 
tendency to regard the Soviet 
Union’s approach to ideology as 
largely a m atter of ritual. Study 
sessions are intended to create a 
body of shared ideas that can 
bind together a multinational, 
nonreligious and rapidly chang­ 
ing society. 
But the more familiar aspects 
of the ideology program—the 
campaigns 
against 
religion, 
political dissent and Western 
ideas—are unlikely to d is­ 
appear. They have become more 
necessary in the era called 
detente 
The more access Russians 
have to Western media, the 
more the government is likely 
to t u r n to “ i d e o l o g i c a l 
education” to counter the ideas 
that seep in from abroad.

some 35.4 per cent of the country’s 
dwellings were considered substandard; 
now the figure is about 8 The nation’s 
education level has increased, nutrition 
is up, wages have skyrocketed — the 
Suffering for some has been almost 
remarkably eased. 
-Yet here from the view of a Harlem 
pigeon coop, it is quite evident the war 
on poverty ended in defeat. There has 
been a change in the welfare benefits 
structure and more kids are receiving 
free lunches at school — otherwise the 
slum remains invincible. “ We still got 
the 
junkies,” 
says 
pigeon-owner 
Valesquez, “ we still got the crooks.” 
And they still have the statistics; Crime 
is twice, maybe three times the outside 
rate, one of four kids drops out of school 
before graduation, and 20 to 30 per cent 
of the people hold no employment. 
This is not a temporary aberration, the 
result of recession. This is the norm in 
Harlem, and in Bedford-Stuyvesant, 
Brownsville, St. Albans — and a hundred 
other intercity sores around the nation 
‘ Everyday in everyway is awful,” says 
a graffito in the subway. Adds a social 
worker: 
“ We not only have third 
generation welfare, but third generation 
gang members, purse snatchers and 
jailbirds. I know a woman who was 
raped by a father and his son — 10 years 
apart.” 
And this is the difficult truth that the 
reformers 
from 
the outside 
never 
comprehend, as black author Claude 
Brown says it, that errant conditions 
and behavior are the standards in the 
ghetto, that a murder a night is to be 
expected, that crime in the slum pays 
because a crook is richer than a 
noncrook, that whores dress better than 
the chaste, that pushers earn more than 
corporation presidents. This is truth in 
the ghetto, this is real; all else is 
propaganda — and those who would 
change it with simplistic logic are 
doomed to disappoint. 
The truth is we don’t know the 
answers to the slums. Neither do the 
residents. Money has failed, programs 
have failed, stimulation has failed 
Streets 
that 
were 
cleaned 
and 
whitewashed by do-gooders in the '60s, 
have since reveted to type, and rats once 
again nibble babies in their cribs. Legal 
aid offices that were formed to protect 
citizens’ rights, have taught little else 
than the sarcastic truth that a good 
lawyer can get you off. Government 
hopes have been dashed, says Claude 
Brown, by a slum people that once 
believed “ everybody steals, possibly 
even the president; now they believe, 
especially the president.” 
So it is, thus vulnerable, and with 
small hope, some in Harlem escape 
where 
they 
can. 
Slick 
Velasquez 
retreats to his rooftop pigeon coop. It is 
dark now and his birds have come in to 
roost. Except one. One is missing. The 
youngster waits an hour, then a little 
more, in vain He locks the door with a 
U-bolt, and shakes his head A lot of 
people in the slum have guns, he says, 
walking down to the real world. ‘ Maybe 
the bird caught one.”

Portugal was admitted because, on 
further consideration, the generals gave 
out the word: We must have the western 
coastline of the Iberian Peninsula; and. 
above all, we must have the Azores. 
Are we prepared, in the event of a 
coup in Portugal (which is what, in 


effect, it would be), to dissolve NATO, 
or to accept it as a military eunuch? Or 
would we simply say, as we did when 
France fell, that we do not recognize the 
legitimacy of the regime? That, indeed,

It would not be tactful to say it in so

state laws controlling printed 
materia] and mass mailings. 


We have received numerous 
inquiries recently concerning 
pamphlets, posters, flyers and 
other printed matter,” Roden 
said 


Although sweeping changes 
affecting election campaigns 
were 
enacted 
by 
the 
overwhelm ing 
voter 
endorsement of Proposition 9, 
the political reform act of 1974, 
many other laws continue in 
force, including those relating 
to printed material These are 
summarized as follows: 


— 
Every 
bill, 
placard, 
poster, 
pamphlet 
or 
other 
printed 
matter 
having 
reference to an election or to 
any candidate must bear upon 
its face the name and address 
of both the printer and the 
publisher of the document The 
law prohibits payment for any 
such printed matter which does 
not include the required name 
and address. 


— Special rules apply to 
circulars, pamphlets, letters or 
posters which are designed to 
either promote the passage or 
defeat of a ballot measure as 
well as those designed to injure 
or 
defeat 
a 
candidate 
by 
reflecting 
upon his personal 
character or political action If 
issued by an organization, the 
names and residence addresses 
of 
the 
chairperson 
and 
secretary or the names and 
residence addresses of at least 
two officers must appear m a 
conspicuous place; if issued by 
an individual or individuals, the 
name and residence address, 
with the street and number, 
must 
be 
printed 
in 
a 
conspicuous place 


— Proposition 9 introduced 
two requirements concerning 
mass 
mailings 
A “ mass 
mailing” is defined as 200 or 
more 
identical 
or 
nearly 
identical pieces of mail. It is 
unlawful 
to 
make 
an 
expenditure for the purpose of 
sending a mass mailing unless 
the postage is paid by postage 
meter or the mail is sent by 
first class or third class bulk 
rate mail, and the bulk rate 
number or meter number must 
be 
listed 
in 
campaign 
statements 
filed 
with 
the 
county clerk or city clerk, A 
copy of every mass mailing in 
support of or in opposition to a 
candidate or measure in an 
election governed by the Santa 
Barbara Municipal code must 
be sent to the city clerk 


— State statutes as well as 
county 
and 
municipal 
ordinances 
regulate 
the 
location of billboards, signs and 
posters 
Permits 
must 
be 
obtained 
from 
the 
county 
department of planning for any 
political signs posted in the 
unincorporated area of the 
county 
and 
s im ila r 
requirements procedures are 
required by the codes of the 
incorporated 
cities. 
Special 
permits must be obtained from 
the division of highways prior 
to the placement of any signs 
within the rights of way of any 
public road or highway and 
signs adjacent to a landscaped 
freeway 
are 
prohibited 
Similarly, persons who post 
signs upon public utility poles 
may be subject to criminal 
prosecution. 


Violation of most of these 
laws 
constitutes 
a 
misdemeanor, punishable by a 
fine not to exceed $500 and 
imprisonment in the county jail 
for a term not to exceed six 
months. 


‘‘We recognize that many 
inadvertent 
technical 
violations may be committed, 
especially during 
this first 
election campaign under the 
political reform act,” Roden 
said. ‘‘We will expect election 
campaign 
participants 
to 
assume 
responsibility 
for 
learning 
applicable 
legal 
requirements. Our policy is to 
seek strict compliance, and our 
office remains available to any 
persons 
who 
seek 
advice 
concerning compliance with 
the election laws.”

Study shows smokers 
affect nonsmokers 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - If you 
have never touched tobacco in 
your life, there is probably 
nicotine in your blood and 
carbon monoxide in your lungs 
because of the smokers around 
you. 
Just sitting in a room with 
smokers can quadruple the 
carbon monoxide level in a non- 
smokers 
lungs, 
enough 
to 
get a headache and a dull, 
tired feeling, according to Dr. 
Raymond C. Slavin. 
Slavin. of St. Louis Univer­ 
sity, 
is 
chairman 
of 
the 
weather 
and 
air 
pollution 
committee of the American 
Academy of Allergy. He read a 
report 
on 
exp osu re 
of 
nonsmokers to tobacco agents 
at 
the 
academ y’s 
annual 
meeting Tuesday. 
Slavin said he and Dr. Marvin 
Hertz of the Environmental 
Protection Agency measured 
the 
air 
in 
the 
lungs 
of 
nonsmokers in meeting rooms 


at the academy ’s last gathering 
in a Miami Beach hotel last 
year 
During the course of the 
meeting, the academy banned 
smoking in the rooms, giving 
them a chance to do before and 
after studies 
“There is no question that 
nonsmokers can develop toxic 
levels of carbon monoxide in 
smoke filled rooms,” he said 
He defined “ toxic” as enough 
to 
cause 
headache 
and 
a 
“ logey” feeling 
Before the smoking ban, the 
two researchers found carbon 
monoxide levels of 8 parts per 
million 
in 
the 
lungs 
of 
nonsmokers sitting in smoky 
rooms, Slavin said. After the 
ban, the level dropped to 2 ppm, 
the level generally found in the 
air of the rooms with no 
smokers present. 
With smoking allowed, the 
air level rose to 10 ppm, he 
said.

SAN BERNARDINO, Calif 
(UPI) — Forcing motorists to 
obey the 55 mile an hour speed 
limit by packing them into 
convoys between patrol cars 
was so successful during the 
holiday 
weekend 
that 
the 
system will be used again this 
weekend. 
California Highway Patrol 
spokesman Dave Daniels said 
it is still undecided whether the 
escort operation will become 
routine. 
This 
weekend’s 
operation 
will cover the same ground as 
the 
experiment 
over 
the 
W a sh in g to n ’ s 
B ir th d a y 
holiday—the 
four 
major 
highways 
between 
the 
Los 
Angeles area and the Nevada 
border, particularly the 240 
miles of Interstate 15, which 
runs 
toward 
the 
gambling 
casinos of Las Vegas. 
Daniels said that one meas­ 
ure of the operation’s success 
was the impression it left on 
drivers. While 20 tickets were 
issued 
Friday to eastbound 
drivers for passing the escort 
patrol car, no drivers broke 
ranks coming home Monday. 
Although the roads carried 
an estimated 60,000 persons, 
and 
the large majority of 
motorists 
had 
ignored 
the 
speed limit in the past, the 
convoy 
system 
brought 
virtually total compliance, a 90 
per cent reduction in traffic 
tickets 
and 
elimination 
of 
accidents, the highway patrol 
said. 
The one recorded accident 


involved a charge of drunken 
driving, but not speeding, the 
patrol spokesman said. 
“ All the area commanders 
involved agreed they could not 
remember any holiday period 
when there was not a major 
accident Monday or Friday on 
those roads,” Daniels said. 
One woman telephoned CHP 
headquarters here, where the 
plan was devised, to express 
outrage at being “ watched b> 
big brother.” A letter to the 
Los Angeles Times protested 
the convoys as a step toward “ a 
police state.” 
“ Frankly, I’m sure a number 
of people were irritated at the 
procedure,” 
Daniels 
said 
“That is one of the things we 
are going to take into consider 
ation, the public reaction to 
these convoys.” 
The crew of a Highway 
Patrol airplane reported that 
even the plan’s “ failsafe” 
provision worked as expected. 
There had been speculation 
that enough mavericks could 
break up the convoys, because 
once the escort car pulled over 
to ticket a driver for leaving 
ranks, that group would be 
unescorted and could speed up. 
That is exactly what hap­ 
pened, the flying officers said, 
and as had been planned, the 
taste of freedom lasted only a 
few minutes. 
The unescorted group of cars 
went only three miles before 
running into the tail of the next 
convoy up the road, and had to 
immediately slow down again.

Court halts 


in-law fight 


with order 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - It 
may be a bit extreme, but Dr 
Lauris Jones and his wife 
Constance have protection that 
other 
couples 
with 
in-law 
problems can envy: A court 
order threatening to send Mrs. 
Jones’ parents to jail if they 
ever say a word to the Jones’ 
again 
Superior Court Judge Harry 
Rupp Tuesday sentenced Mr. 
and Mrs. William Laing of 
Corona del Mar, Calif., to five 
days in jail for trying to have 
the marriage of their 26-year- 
old daughter annulled. 
He suspended the sentence, 
saying “ I am not going to send 
you to jail now, but you are 
going to have it hanging over 
your heads ... You have got to 
make up your minds to leave 
your daughter alone and let her 
iive her own life.” Laing was 
also fined $400 for contempt of 
court for harassing his daugh­ 
ter in violation of a previous 
order. 
The Laings had themselves 
named guardians at law for 
their daughter last November, 
alleging that she had been 
hypnotized 
by her husband, 
duped 
into 
marriage 
and 
“ controlled by lack of nutri­ 
tion.” 
Jones won $8,000 damages in 
a judgment against the Laings 
last summer. They said they 
must sell their home to pay the 
judgment to the son-in-law they 
cannot speak to. 


Nursing home deaths probed in Los Angeles 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Some of the 11 nursing home 
deaths 
“ at 
the 
hands 
of 
another” reported in the last 15 
months involved negligence, 
according to a county Health 
official, who said they might 
just “ be the tip of the iceberg.” 
Bernard Weintraub, chief of 
the Health Facilities Division, 
said the deaths “ at the hands of 
another 
other 
than 
by 
accident” involved negligence 
on the part of nursing home 
staffs, 
but 
there 
were 
no 
criminal prosecutions in any of 
the cases. 
Coroner’s inquest verdicts on 
the 11 victims were listed in a 
Health Department report sub­ 
mitted this week to the county 
Board of Supervisors. 
Supervisor Baxter Ward will 
hold a public hearing Thursday 
into the deaths. 
Weintraub said the 11 in­ 
quests were requested by his 
Health Facilities Division. 
“ We call for them when 
something 
suspicious 
is 
brought to our attention,” he 
said “ Either we were in the 
facility 
when 
the 
death 
occurred or someone called 
us.” 
He 
said 
when his group 
requests an 
inquest “ we’re 
sufficiently 
suspicious” 
that 
the cause of death was at the 
hands of another. 
Until 
now, 
he 
s a id , 
requesting inquests “ has been 
a referral kind of situation; we 
are not normally suspicious.” 
Weintraub said the county 
does not have figures on the 
number of deaths in convales­ 


cent hospitals, but negligence 
revealed in the 11 cases might 
be “the tip of the iceberg.” 
Six 
of 
the 
11 
who 
the 
coroner’s jury determined died 
“ at the hands of another other 
than by accident” included 
death by strangulation, cho­ 
king, bleeding to death, burning 
to death and a blind man who 
was either pushed or fell to his 
death from a window 
The victims were: 
Charles Johnson, 64, who died 
of a skull fracture after he fell 
from a second story window at 
Rest Haven Convalescent Hos­ 
pital in Pasadena, a mental 
facility. 
Catalina Saenz. 59, who died 
at El Sereno Manor when her 
head was caught between a 
mattress and her bed rail The 
jury 
determined 
“ someone 
strangled her at night.” 
Ann E. Thompson, 80, who 
died at County-USC Medical 
Center from injuries suffered 
in a fight with another patient 
at Royal Manor Sanitarium. 


Alice 
Lindberg, 
64, 
who 
choked to death while a nurse’s 
aide 
at 
Torrance 
Medical 
Convalescent Center fed her by 
mouth although, because of a 
disease she suffered, she was 
supposed to be fed only through 
a tube in her stomach 
Deputy District Attorney Ste­ 
phen Kaye said he rejected 
filing a complaint for involun­ 
tary 
manslaughter 
because 
“ you must have gross negligen­ 
ce, and we felt there was 
negligence but not gross neg­ 
ligence.” 
Annie Davis, 60, bled to death 
at Raymond Convalescent Hos­ 
pital in Pasadena after a shunt 
placed in her blood vessel to 
ease kidney dialysis became 
displaced. 
Kathryn Paden, 72, died at 
Pasadena Rehabilitation and 
Convalescent 
Hospital 
after 
she dropped a lighted cigarette 
on a lap robe and it caught fire, 
burning her severely 
Inquest testimony indicated 
the hospital staff wrapped the 
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burned 
woman 
in 
a 
dry 
b e d s h e e t . 
A 
H e alth 
Department spokesman said 
the sheet should have been wet, 
and the jury “ decided the 
facility did not have enough 
training in first aid ” 
Weintraub said, “ Sometimes 
the attitude is that ‘These 
people are old and they're 
going to die anyway.’ But we 
can’t look at it that way.” 
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
